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Dear friend Page; 

Away out here in the Philippines TJnole Sam's mail 
brought me your May issue of The World Tomorrow which I 
have read with mingled interest and disgust. Smiles and 
frowns were mingled, too, I'm afraid. And,strangely, the 
same mail brought me a copy of the Report of House Committee- 
Investigation of Communistic Propaganda, extract from 
House Report 2290, 71st Congress, 3rd Session. I read this 
with fear and trembling . 

I have noted several things in oommon through reading 
your magazine and this report. First, you and your supporters 
are favorable to Paoifism as a government (U.S.) policy; so 
are the Communists. Second, you believe in an Internationalism; 
ao do they. Probably the analogy ends here. You have the 
incentive of the Christian religion in your appeal; Communist* 
are athiestio and against all religion. Your paoifioism would 
be bloodless; theirs would be "by foroe and violence". Your 
Internationalism would be nominal as far as might is oonoern- 
ed; theirs would be a "dictatorship of the proletariat minority 
under the Third International, oapital at Mosoow." So while 
you and the Communists have some things in oommon there are 
some differences. The thing that worries me, though, is that 
both of you demand paoifioism in the United btates, that is 
a weakened constitutional government. , 

quoting from page 4, report mentioned above, "It (Com¬ 
munism) aims at the socialization of government, private 
property, industry, labor, the home, education, and religion . 

Its objectives are the abolution of other governments, private 
ownership of property, inheritance, religion , and family 
relations." Mr. William 2. Foster testifies (page 10), "Our 
party considers religion the opium of the people .... and we 
oarry on propaganda for the liquidation of these (religious) 
prejudices." quoting again (page 15), "It (Communism) advooates 
the overthrow'of the government by direot means, through foroe 
and violence, and despises the evolutionary method of democratic 

government." 
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To foster these aims and objectives the "Young Communists 
League of America" and the "Young Pioneers of America" are 
organized as militant units against that day when the "over¬ 
throw by direct means, force and violence" of our government 
may be possible. These organizations, as well as some fifty 
other ooramunistio groups (See page 16,17 of Report), are for 
the same United States of America pacificism you support. They 
are for disarmament; they are against the Regular Army, the 
National Guard, Military Training in Sohools and Colleges, 
and the Citizens Military Training Camp. This is your program. 
Of course your hoped-for end is universal peace while their 
immediate end is the violent overthrow of a weakened pacific 
nation. But can't you see the illogic of it all? WHaT A 
STRANGE BEDFELLOW MY OLD DRAEE FELLOW STUDENT HAS FOUND! 


The Communists are using the fifty organizations indicated 
and summer sohools for workers, camps for boys and girls, 
secret units in oolleges, childrens' congresses, the Red 
Flag to assist them in cultivating a sentiment for American 
pacificism. Constantly they fight the Boy Scouts, Girl Soouts, 
the Y.M.C.A* and Y.17.C.A., the American Federation of Labor, 
all governmental agenoies for welfare, and most of all the 
ohurohes. That ghastly soene at Gastonia, N. C. comes to 
mind as I think of these things. You use the Protestant 
clergy and Christian leaders and institutions for your propaganda. 
But the common purpose seems to be a weakened national 
government. HOW CAN YOU DESIRE PACIFICISM AT A TIME LIKE 
THIS? It oan,not be that you are Ignorant of conditions. 

The report mentioned should be in your editorial files. Would 
to God that a copy could be put into the hands of every 
minister,--at least, into the hands of eaoh one who has voted 
with your editorial policy on the subjeot of armament. 

As a chaplain I'm quite disgusted with ‘the attitude of 
oertain ministers as to religious guidance and moral training 
in the army; with the pacifism propaganda in general. I 
know we oan not all agree on anything. But to find so large 
a number of outstanding religious leaders supporting pacificism, 
with communist propaganda what it is, puzzles me. Here, when 
I served eight years ago, more than 200 soldiers were lead to 
mutiny by Russian prppaganda. Fortunately, arms were withdrawn 
from them before they marched away. Their ultimatum brought 
a oourtmartial and sentences of from five to twenty years. I 
warn you, and you may smile at this but it is no smiling natter, 
that continual propaganda for pacificism, supported by you 
and your friends and by the Communists in America and the 
world, is bound to result in another near World War. Thus, 
the very end you seek is lost. 
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I write these lines in good spirit. But I atn very serious 
about the matter nevertheless. These are serious days. Just 
now a weakened attitude on the part of the American government 
in the Orient would preoipitate a crisis in Russia, China, 
and India, in my opinion. Doubtlessly, a weakened government 
in continental United States would give Communists just the 
opportunity they hope for. Believe me. Communism fear is no 
mirage I I could write you muoh of my own knowledge but this 
personal letter is muoh too long now. But I do want you to 
know, in this personal way, that although I did not reply 
to your questionnaire, I do favor military training in our 
publio high schools and colleges and universities; I do not 
favor reductions in armaments in the United States, thus 
courting wars for which our unprepared civilians would be 
brought into the army for unnecessary sacrifice; I do believe 
in armed protection of the lives and property of American 
citizens everywhere; I DO BELIEVE WITH AIL MY HEART IN THE 
CHURCHES' SUPPORT AHD SANCTION OF ANY WAR INTO WHICH THE 
UNITED STATES MAY BE BROUGHT BY THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE; I 
will participate in any such war provided my services are 
needed and I oan be useful to my government, as chaplain 
or otherwise. In this connection, I do not believe the 
United States will ever be brought to a war of selfishness 
or aggression. 

Well, Kirby, sometime we will meet at a University 
Banquet and 3ing and yell for "old D.U." but I Just can't 
bring myself to your pacificism.

I have been having a correspondence in recent 
months with Lansing, Michigan, about sorne^bnten services 
next year, and last week got a note saying that the whole 
thing must be dropped. The letter, written on Y.W.C.A. 
stationery, reads "Much as some of us feel on the committee 
that this is the psychological time for a frank facing of 
the implications of Christian Ideals on the social and 
economic conditions in the world, it is very doubtful 
at present whether we can invite you, Mr. Sherwood Eddy, 
or Mr. Kirby Page. Frankly, the Y.M.-C.A. Board thinks 
such a type of program ‘unsafe* at this time and have so 
recommended." It is comforting to have such good 
company when cast into outer darkness. 


Seriously, I am wondering if you are beginning 
to have the feeling that I have y that we are moving swiftly 
into a revival of the militaristic mania whioh gripped 
us some years ago. It seems to me as though I were breathing 
old war-time atmosphere. Is this my own mood, due, 
perhaps, to weariness of the flesh at this season of the year, 
or are we really in the midst of dangerous reaction? Person¬ 
ally I have not felt the atmosphere so oppressive and threaten¬ 
ing for a long time. It looks as though we were headed 
straight for the next war, and as though American psychology 
were getting ready for it. If I am wrong, tell me so.

I was in Washington yesterday, and just be¬ 
fore leaving last night I glanced at the editorial page 
of the Evening Star, and found a long review of your new 
book "National Defence." I need not say that this pleased 
me immensely. 

I am ashamed of myself for not acknowledging 
sooner the autographed copy you sent me, but I have been 
extremely busy within the past few months. I have been 
out of the city more than half of the time for several 
weeks, and am terribly behind on my personal correspondence. 

That I appreciate the book goes without saying. 

I have read most of it quite carefully and applaud its pur¬ 
pose whole-hea^pdly. 

You have done a great piece of work, <5| ^Jid one which 
I am sure will aid quite materially in molding.public opinion 
steadfastly set against War, as the sole mode ior settling 
international disputes. 

Yesterday in Washington I was shown the new type of 
bombing plane. I was told that no pursuit group in the world 
could get near enough to attack, or even to make it interesting. 
They carry five machine gunners, in addition to two pilots 
and one bomb operator. There is not a single"blind spot"on 
these planes, and the only way in which they can effectively 
be reached, is to mount big guns on pursuit planes shooting 
one pounders or larger time*—fused shells, which if they ex¬ 
plode within sevenfofeet of the plane will completely destroy 
it. This means that heavy artillery will soon be mounted on 
wings. 


In the last World War, the bomber was the sole mov¬ 
ing van of the air circus, and generally rated as helpless when 
attacked. Today it is on to.p of the pile, and I am sure you 
can see what this means for civiliawVpopulations. I shudra&Ay 
when I think what the next war will be like.

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED AT PASADENA QUARTERLY MEETING PEACE 
CONFERENCE, LONG BEACH, JUNE 5th. 

1. "WHEREAS,the students of the University of California at 
Los Angeles,have "begun a movement to abolish the compulsory 
features of military training in that institution, 

THEREFORE EE IT RESOLVED,that we go on record as approving 
their effort to maintain the right of freedom of conscience, 
and to make it possible for those opposed to military training 
to take other courses offered by the University without 
having to meet such requirement- 

2. WHEREAS the Supreme Court of the United States,by a vote 
of 5 to 4,has recently given a decision whereby applicants for 
citizenship who claim conscientious scruples against bearing 
arms in times of war are debarred from citizenship,and 

WHEREAS,the acts of the Congress of the United States 
have for generations granted freedom from combatant military 
service to those native born citizens whose religious and 
conscientious scruples forbade the same,and 

WHEREAS,the United Statos by virtue of solemn acceptance 
of the Pact of Par is,has forever renounced war as an instru¬ 
ment of ncational policy, • 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Peace Conferonce of Pasadena 
Quarterly Meeting assembled at Long Beach,California,Juno Jth., 
1931 and attended by representatives of 9 other Peace groups, 
that we record a most vigorous protest against any exclusion 
from citizenship in"the United States upon the sole ground of 
conscientious objection to bearing aims in time of war. 

AND FURTHER EE IT RESOLVED that wo hereby petition the 
Congress and the President of the United States to enact immed¬ 
iately such legislation as will remove such disqualification from 
applicants otherwise desirabLc in character and integrity* 


' WHEREAS we believe that the forthcoming World Disarmament 
Conference which is to convene in Genova noxt February,is 
probably the most important and critical event this- generation 
will witness,and - - 

‘WHEREAS we realize that the influence cf the United States, 
-richest and most powerful of the nations- will probably be the 
determining factor in the success of* this conference on which 
hangs the future cf world peace, 

THEREFORE EE IT RESOLVED by the peace Conference of Pasadena 
Quarterly Meeting of Friends and other groups,assembled in Long 
Beach,Juno we assure President Hoover of our active 

support in any endeavor which may be made by cur Government to 
secure drastic reduction of armaments, including landjj sea and 
air forces,and that we urge him to appoint as delegates to this 
Conference at Geneva,men of resourcefulness,persistence and 
courage who arc thoroughly convinced cf the necessity and 
possibility cf peace.

Dear Sir: 

Knowing Sherwood Eddy and that he was away, I stopped in 
at your office for some advice and suggestions about an undertak¬ 
ing I am working on. I was a sophomore in Amherst last tern^and 
while there was severely challenged by Norman Thomas' threat of 
an approaching "Next WarJ and shortly after Sherwood Eddy gave 
us another warning. It shook me from head to foot to think that 
there we were, all perfectly capable young men just sitting there 
hearing these warnings and disinterestedly doing nothing about 
them. 


The more I thought about it the more determined I became 
that I was going to do somethihg about it if I possibly could. 

I looked for ways and means and found that there were hardly any. 

I looked for books againBt war and found very few, but among them 
yours and Sherwood Eddy's, Most of the others were mild discus¬ 
sions of various phases of the war wjth little or no feeling. So 
I am trying my 'damndest' to express at least half the strength 
of my feelings in a book against war from youth's viewpoint—the 
viewpoint of one of those who should be most concerned, those who 
would have to fight it, I am making allowance for lack of com¬ 
prehensiveness by an earnestness of appeal, trying to create first 
the will to peace which may then surmount all obstacles. I am 
trying to make it a book of feeling, an appeal to the hearts of men. 

I am very grateful to you for your straightforward pam¬ 
phlets about peace and war. They are unquestionably the best writ¬ 
ten against war, to my mind. I admire your concreteness in giving 
definite plans for peace instead of mild discussions that never r 
get anywhere. I should like to ask you if I could use your tweny- 
two point program for peace as a summation for a definite peace 
plan to show people what they can do to accept responsibility. 

I plan first to try to create the will to peace and then 
an give definite ways and means for action. I should appreciate 
it greatly if you would comment on my plan of attacking the prob¬ 
lem, which is in brief; 

part 1— The Will to Peace, an appeal 

" 2-- Our Present Condition, tendencies to war 

" 3-- Necessity of a World Outlook, United
